Aerial engagements occurred all along 
the front. Three German aeroplanes 
were shot down in the Somme sector, 
one near Craon and another on the Ver- 
dun front. Six others were damaged 
and two German captive balloons were 
destroyed. 

The statement last night said: 

“On the Somme front we continued 
our artillery fire on German organiza- 
tions. We took 600 prisoners in yester- 
cay’s fighting and eight new machine 
guns were found in the part of Maure- 
pas which we captured.

Bulgarians and British in Touch in 


Macedonia. 

LONDON, Aug. 26.—The British and 
Bulgarians have been in touch on the 
Macedonian front northeast of Saloniki. 
British troops, despite the Bulgarian fire,

fice announced tonight. 


British Occupy Another Town in Ger- 
man East Africa. 
LONDON, Aug. 26.—Kilossa, central 
German East Africa, 200 miles west of 
Dar-es-Salaam, on the Indian Ocean, 
was occupied by the British Aug. 22, 
says a War Office statement tonight.

OF MILLIONAIRE 
BORDEN WRECKED 


Party on Arctic Hunting Trip 
Lands Safely on Island in 
Bering Sea. 


ON BOARD WU. 8. COAST GUARD 
CUTTER McCULLOCH, BERING SEA, 
Aug. 26, via wireless to Seattle.—The 
power schooner Great Bear, carrying 
the Arctic expedition headed by John 
Borden of Chicago and Capt. Louis 
Lane of Seattle, was wrecked on a pin- 
nacle rock in Bering Sea, Aug. 10. The 
vessel is a total loss, but the entire 
party landed safely on St. Mathews 
Island, where they were found yester- 
day by the McCulloch. 

The members of the party aboard the 
Great Bear were able to land tents and 
provisions on St. Mathews Island and 
lived comfortably 15 days until the Me- 
Culloch, which had been sent from 
Nome to search for the vessel, found 
them yesterday. Mr. Borden and his 
entire party were taken aboard the Mc. 
Culloch, which started back to Nome 
last night. 


Great Bear Departed From Seattle, 
July 26. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. #%.—The new 
power schooner Great Bear, built here 
this year for John Borden, the Chicago 
millionaire, and Capt. Louis Lane, a 
widely known Arctic navigator of Seat- 
tle, left here July @ for an extended 
cruise into the Arctic... When the vessel 
left here Mr. Borden, Capt. Lane and 
Norris Blokum of Chicago and a crew of 
2 men were aboard. Others went by 
mail steamer to Nome, where they ex- 
pected to join the expedition. 

The Great Bear was especially con- 
structed to withstand the pressure of 
the Arctic floes and it was Capt. Lane's 
intention to penetrate as far as Rank 
Island, where he expected to meet Vil- 
hjalmur Stefansson, the Canadian Arec- 
tic explorer, for whom he carried sup- 
plies. 

Until the wireless message was re- 
ceived today nothing had been heard 
from the Great Bear since Aug. 164, when 
she was reported leaving Unalaska for 
Nome. The trip across Bering Sea should 
not have required more than a week, 
and when she failed to arrite at Nome 
great anxiety was felt for those aboard. 
The McCulloch was dispatched to search 
among the islands. 

The Great Bear was the most staunch. 
ly built Arctic craft that ever left Beat. 
tle. She was 175 feet long, 23 feet beam. 
with a draft of 14 feet, and cost more 
than $75,000. Her thick oaken hull was 
sheathed in Australian iron bark, « 
heavier timber having great powers of 
resistance.

_ JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 26.—The 
most daring escape in years from the 
State penitentiary here became known 
today when prison officials learned 
that four convicts, one of them scrv- 
ing a life term for murder, had es- 
caped last night during a severe 
thunderstorm.

Warden McClung announced that $10) 
would be given for the capture of 
each man, instead of the customary 
$25 reward.

Investigation 
showed that the men had eluded three 
guards.

THEOSOPHISTS 10 
ELECT OFFICERS, 
ADJOURN TONIGHT 


Last Public Lecture Will Be De- 
livered at American Annex 
by Irving S. Cooper. 


The aanual convention of the Ameri- 
can Theosophist Society, at the Planters 
Hotel, will close with election of officers 
at 9:30 o’clock tonight. There will be a 
public lecture at 8:30 p. m. at the Amer- 
ican Hotel Annex by Irving S. Cooper 
on “‘The Ideals of Theosophy.” 

L. W. Rogers, national lecturer of the 
Theosophical Society, last night deliv- 
ered a lecture on ‘‘Myths and Their 
Meaning.”’ 

“Two schools of thought hold antago- 
nistic views about myths,” said Rogers. 
“The materialistic view is that primitive 
man personified the forcts of nature 
and created gods and demons from his 
imagination, and that gradually, as civ- 
ilization developed, the present religions 
emerged from the myths. The opposing 
view is that religions have been revealéd 
to mankind by inspired seers and proph- 
cts. .The theosophical view is that each 
of these schools of thought present a 
rart of the truth, but that neither alone 
is a satisfactory explanation of the 
known facts. 

Theories as to Myths, 

‘There are some important facts about 
myths that cannot be reconciled with 
the materialistic hypothesis,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘One is that it is now known 
that the myths of savage peoples teach 
profound truths of nature that the mind 
of such people could by no possibility 
comprehend. Another is that at a time 
when the various parts of the world 
were unknown to each other the same 
truths of cosmogony were represented 
by the myths of the widely scattered 
peoples. 

“There is no escape’from the fact that 
the Aztecs, the red Indians, the Hotten- 
tots, the Australian bushmen and the 
Zulus, representing every grade of life 
from the semi-civilized to the most de- 
graded on earth, had a mythology con- 
taining the same profound principles of 
cosmogony that we find in the sublime 
myths of the great Grecian civilization 
with its peerless art and literature. At 
that time these different parts of 
world,” he continued, “had been sepa- 
rated for thousands of years by unex- 
plored oceans. 

‘The myths, like the religions,’”’ he 
said in conclusion, ‘‘have suffered from 
ignorant additions and _ substractions, 
but much of the original divine wisdom 
still shines through them. Their pos- 
session by the aboriginies of the vari- 
ous widely separated parts of the earth 
sustains the theosophical contention that 
such people are but the remnants of 
mighty races which, antedating any 
known records, built up colossal civiliza- 
tions through which moved the majestic 
figures of the divine world teachers of 
prehistoric times.’’ 

America and War Relations. 

The relations of America to the Eu- 
ropean war were discussed yesterday 
in the annual report of A. P. Warring- 
ton, president of the society. He said 
it was right that Europe should win 
her title to freedom, justice and hu- 
manity, but it also was right that 
America should exercise her right to 
discrimination and detachment and 
contribute “a stupendous’ thought 
force” toward those nations which 
are championing the ideals of the fu- 
ture.

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WILL HYPHENISM WIN? 

What does Charles E. Hughes think of the reso- 
lution adopted by the German Catholic Central 
Verein denouncing President Wilson for his pro- 
tests against hyphenated disloyalty? 

Does Mr. Hughes purpose to remain silent on 
this issue and continue as the German candidate 
for President of the United States? 

The German Catholic Verein describes the Presi- 
dent’s message as “preferring charges against a 
part of our citizenship,” meaning, of course, Ger- 
man citizenship. What the President said in his 


message of Dec. 7, 1915, was this: 
There are citizens of the United States, I 


1 blush to admit, born under other flags but 


welcomed under our generous naturalization 
laws to full freedom and opportunity of Amer- 
ica, who have poured the poison of disloyalty 
into the very arteries of our national life; 
who have sought to bring the authority and 
good name of our Government into contempt, 
to destroy our industries whenever they 
thought it effective for their vindictive pur- 
poses to strike at them, and to debase our 
politics to the uses of foreign intrigue. 


Hundreds of thousands of naturalized American 
citizens felt no reproach at these words. They 
knew that the President’s indictment was not 
¢rawn against them. The resentment of the pro- 
fessional German-Americans is the resentment 
that comes from a consciousness of guilt. When 
the President talked of citizens who had poured 
the poison of disloyalty into our national life, who 
bad sought to bring the authority and good name 
of the Government into contempt, who had con- 
spired to destroy industries and to debase our 
politics to the uses of foreign intrigue, these hy- 
phenated lea” rs recognized at once the descrip- 


tion of their own activities. That is why they are 
now seeking to destroy the President politically 


for the crime of having upheld Americanism 
against hyphenism. 

The resolutions adopted by the Catholic German 

Central Verein are only a reflection of the editori- 
als printed daily in the German language news- 
papers. All this element is against the President. 
All this element is supporting Mr. Hughes, with 
Mr. Hughes’ tacit consent and approval. 
If a President of the United States can be de- 
feated because his policies are offensive to a 
European monarchy and to voters who are at 
heart still subjects of that monarchy, then the re- 
public is no longer a republic.

The Baseler Gazette brings the news that the 
German officers in the occupied sections of France 
and Belgium are sending back to Germany al] their 
goods and even their wives and children. 
The paper, which is strongly anti-Teutonic, sug- 
gests that much Belgian substance will thus find 
its way across the lines, without payment of duty, 
of course. The writer adds: “This is the begin- 
ning of the end; and the goods might just as well 
remain in Belgium, as they will find their way 
back anyhow.

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‘‘BLACK FRIDAY.’’ 
Friday brought two important developments in 
the railroad dispute. 
The railroad managers pretended to be seized by 
many doubts—doubts as to the further execution 
of the program, in the event that they concede the 
eight-hour day; doubts as to whether Mr. Wilson 
will be elected President; doubts as to whether 
the remedial legislation which at this late hour in 
the closing session of Congress seems impractical, 
would be passed at a future session. 
With the stiffening in the attitude of the man- 
agers came justified impatience on the part of 
the men. The count of votes that showed the 
brotherhoods overwhelmingly in favor of a strike 
was completed three weeks ago next Monday. It 
will be two weeks Monday since the 640 district 
chairmen were summoned to Washington by the 
President. 
As small tangible progress seemed to be record- 
ed in the negotiations and the managers show a 
less conciliatory rather than more conciliatory 
disposition with the lapse of time, the men de- 
manded something definite within the next few 
hours. The intimation is that the extreme meas- 
ure of ordering a strike will be withheld but a 
short time. 
With the renewal of the crisis the public will 
ecntinue hopeful. The calamity of a universal 
transportatiqn tie-up still seems incredible. That 
will indeed be a Black Friday that saw the aban- 
donment of the basis suggested by the President 
for breaking the stubborn deadlock. 
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With others, the Greek town Drama is now in 
the theater of war. 
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‘‘THE LEAST BLOODY WAR.’’ 
— This war will stand out among all the wuars 
of history as the least bloody, says the Berlin 


Militaerschrift, as quoted by the Amsterdam 
Tijdende. 
Yet, what have the actual losses been? Ger. 


many lost a little over four millions, of whom only 
two million have died, the balance being pris- 
oners or have recovered. France lost in all 
something over three million men, of whom the 
reported dead are less than one and one-half 
million. Great Britain lost less than one million 
men of whom only four hundred thousand are 
officially reported dead. Austria lost three mil- 
lion with only one million fatalities. Russia suf- 
fered most with four million six hundred thou- 
sand casualties, of which two million proved 
fatal. Turkey has a casualty list of less than 
four hundred thousand dead. Servia and 
Montenegro lost together over five hundred thou- 
sand, of whom three hundred thousand are pris- 
overs. Bulgaria suffered two hundred thousand 
casualties with about elghty thousand fatalities. 
The grand total is seven million three hundred 
thou dead.

THE PADDEL CITY PAYROLLS. 

No one pretends of course that the deplorable 
money-wasting condition at the city hall of which 
Efficiency Chairman T. H. Rogers speaks is the 
fault of any one administration. 

It is a product of many years under successive 

administrations. The trouble is that in spite of 
city growth, the really necessary city jobs do not 
increase in any thing like the rate at which the po- 
litical necessities of administration heads and the 
}boys who want jobs increase. 
} The result is that useless minor offices have 
been created until there are now 7201 persons 
}drawing salaries for the performance OF alleged 
| performance of distinctively municipal duties. In 
addition, there are the employes of the School 
Board, the Public Library and those departments 
maintained by reason of the fact that a county 
government exists in the same territory over 
which the city government has jurisciction. 

To administer government to 750,000 or 800,000 
St. Louisans—often an inferior brand of govern- 
ment—no less than 12,500 persons draw public 
money. They absorb %5 per cent of the gross city 
revenues, which is nearly 10 per cent more than 
office holders absorb in Tammany-ridden New 
York and a larger percentage more than they ab- 
sorb in other well administered cities. 

Mr. Rogers’ estimate that 15 per cent fewer per- 
sons could do the work and with probably better 
results at a saving of $1,125,000 a year in public 
money and the separation of more than 1000 un- 
needed employes from the payroll is reasonable 
and moderate. 

The public has long been more or less acutely 
conscious of this condition. Because of it the new 
charter was demanded. Because of it that charter 
had incorporated in it provisions placing all the 
strictly municipal offices on a basis of merit as 
determined by efficiency. 

The protest of the burdened taxpayer is clamor- 
ous when a much desired public improvement 
adding only a few dollars to individual tax pay- 
ments is proposed. The uprising of those affected 
by the Mill Creek sewer is almost unanimous. Why 
is the taxpayer not clamorous against the waste 
of the payroll? 

Largely because he does not appreciate as keen- 
ly as he should the close connection between the 
padded payroll and the amount of his taxes. When 
he realizes that a bookkeeper in some departments 
for almost every daily item entered or as many in- 
spectors on some jobs as there are workmen Means 
that he pays unnecessarily every three years as 
much as would build a Mill Creek sewer, attacks 
on the efficiency system will be resented as sav- 
agely as the sewer imposition is now resented. 

For the strict application of the merit principle 
means the elimination of the many more than 15 
per cent of unfit who hold their jobs by pull alone 
and better work by those who survive the test. 
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It gets the partisan goat to reflect that the war 
happened just in time to add to American pros- 


perity. 
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ON WHAT ISSUE? 

The report that Col. George Harvey, reputed 
discoverer of Mr. Wilson, favors Mr. Hughes 
and on his return from a vacation will announce 
his preference is interesting. 

At a time when Mr. Hughes was much in the 
public eye and his qualifications for the presi- 
dency were known to many, Col. Harvey held 
that the qualifications of Mr. Wilson, known to 
very few, were far superior and directed atten- 
tion to them in season and out for several years. 
He cannot, of course, have changed his views on 
this point, particularly in view of the successful 
test to which the Wilson qualifications have been 
submitted. Therefore, if he now prefers Mr. 
Hughes, it must be because Mr. Hughes’ stand 
on some of the issues of the day suits him betteg 
than Mr. Wilson’s. 

But what is the issue? 

Is it the issue of that sterling, but hopelessly 
homicidal old Mexican patriot, Mr. Huerta, whom 
Mr. Hughes has so splendidly vindicated? 

Or is it the issue of the grand regrouping 
brought about by Mr. Hughes that permits Ger- 
man-Americanism to be seen as practically the 
equivalent of Undiluted-Americanism? 

Or is it the horse doctor issue-of the Coast 
Survey? 

These are all the G, O. P. issues there are to 
date. Can it be that Col. Harvey has invented 
or discovered another? Can the G. O. P. stand 
two Colonels? 
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WHERE ARBITRATION COMES IN. 

Labor is not a commodity. The price of it is 
not governed purely by the law of supply and 
demand, but the element of will enters into the 
price and the performance as well as the condi- 
Capital cannot buy labor at 
capital’s own price—one man cannot fix the value 
of another man’s services. Capital can merely 
fix the limit of what it will pay. It cannot be 
compelled to purchase labor at any price. The 
seller of labor can no more fix the price and 
terms of the sale, nor compel the transaction, 
than the buyer can. 

The relationship of employer and employe must 
rest on agreement. Agreement is the middle 
ground between slavery and confiscation, and un- 
less men can find that middle ground for them- 
selves it can only be found by arbitration—the 
submission of the dispute to an authority agreed 
upon which shall transcend the authorities repre- 
sented. It is not only the rational but the one 
possible means to the solution of many diffi- 
culties. 

Recent discussions of arbitration have tended 


to disparage it—it is called “imperfect” and 
“unsatisfactory.” But is agreemént itself utterly 
perfect and satisfactory? Dissatisfaction will 


develop eventually with most contracts. Indus- 
trial peace, even with a measure of prosperity 
for both sides to the contract of labor. is 
without its discontents. The perfect balance of 
justice, the precise equity between men. has 
never been found even with the best intentions 
*xisting between the parties. 

But perfect disinterestedness and absolute hon- 
eety of intentions can be found in arbitrators

Recipes Worth 
Trying 


Tomato Soup With Meat Balls — 
Take 1 medium-sized can tomatoes, add 


to a boil; take % pound fresh ground 
hamburger steak with 1 small onion 
chopped in, season with salg, pepper 
and add 1 small raw egg, roll into balls 
the size of a walnut and add to the bofl- 
ing soup; season soup with salt, pepper 
to taste; let all boil together slowly 1 
hour. 

Catsup—Take 1 peck of tomatoes 
and cook thoroughly. After they are 
cooked rub through a sieve. Add to 
this 1-3 cup salt, 4% cup of sugar, 2 tea- 
spoons each of cinnamon, black pepper 
and cloves, % teaspoon red pepper and 
1 quart of vinegar. Boil 4 hours and 
when cold put in bottles. This catsup 
will keep for 2 or 3 years, and is dell- 
cious on cold meats, beans, etc. 
Molasses Drop Cakes—Put % cup 
lard in pan, set on stove until lard is 
melted; add 1 cup of sugar, 1 egg. (% 
cup water) then all 3% cup. flour, 4 
teaspoons each cinnamon and ginger; 
sifted together with 1 teaspoon soda and 
1 teaspoon salt. Drop about 6 table- 
spoonfuls into a well greased hot fry- 
ing pan and bake in oven. 

Maritbord Pie—Peel and slice & gro0d 

tized ‘apples and cook in very little wa- 
ter until tender; 2 tablespoons of melted 
butter, yolks of 4 eggs, juice and grated 
rind of 1 large lemon: mix altogether 
and bake in an under crust. 
Beat the whites of eggs stiffly, a 
tablespoon of sugar to each egg, spread 
on top the pie when nearly done and re- 
turn to the oven to brown. 


Clam Frappe-—Two quarts clams in 
their shells; wash and scrub the shells 
and rinse thoroughly. Put half a cup of 
water in a kettle, add clams, cover tight- 
ly and cook until the shells open. Skim 
out all the clams, pour off the water, re- 
move shells and tough membrane. Put 
clams into the water, let them stand 19 
minutes; then skim them ®ut, let the 
water settle; strain through cheesecioth; 
freeze as a sort of frozen mush. Serve 
in glass with chilled, salted, whipped 
cream on top of each serving. 


| Chinese Doctors | 


T HE native Chinese doctor is a curi- 

osity. He passes no examination; 
he requires no qualifications; he may 
have failed in business and set up as a 
physician. In his new profession he re- 
quires little stock in trade, medical in- 
struments being almost unknown, notes 
the Popular Science Monthly. 

Acupuncture, as it is called, is one of 
the nine branches recognized in medical 
science among the Chinese; it is of most 
ancient origin, having been in use from 
time immemorial. 

There are 337 body markings to be 
learned; every square inch on the hu- 
man surface has its own name, and 
some relationship to the internal parts, 
purely imaginary, is assigned to it. The 
user is cautioned against wounding the 
arteries; hence he must know the posi- 
tion of the blood vessels. By close study 
of a manikin plerced with holes the 
Chinese physician learns where to drive 
his needles. Parts of the body are se- 
lected, which may be pierced without 
fatal results. 


Home Manicuring. 


O manicure the nails successfully 
soak the tips of the fingers in a 
towl of warm borax water. You can 
at the same time put borax under the 
rails, which tends to bleach them. File 
the nails smoothly with sandpaper 
Loards that are purchased for the use, 
and remove all stains with ammonia. 
A nail polish too often applied has a 
tendency to make the nails more hrit- 
tle. The professional manicurist advises 
polishing the nails with paste polish 
three days in succession, then not again 
for two weeks, though the nails must 
be smoothed and rubbed with chamois 
éach day.
